RE FOOD HOARDING 


Farmers may ‘be reassured that 
there is no intention on the part 
of the authorities to inconvenience 
them unduly in their busy seasan 
with unnecessary restrictions and 
regulations as regards the hoard- 
ing of foodstuffs. 

An order of the Canada Food 
board recently made it illegal for 
people to have more than 15 days 
supply, made wholly or in part 
‘from wheat, on hand at any one 
time. For people living at a grea- 
ter distance than two miles and not 
less than five miles from dealers 
licensed by the Canada Food 
Board, sufficient for their ordin- 
ary requirements up to 30 days on- 
Iv was allowed and for persons liv- 
ing 10 miles or more 120 days sup- 
ply.

such surplus holdings should forth- 
with be returned to the miller or 
dealer from whom they were pur 
chased, at the purchase price or 
at the market price, whichever

‘‘A bona fide farmer shall be 
permitted to hold, subject to the 
order of the Canada Feod Board, 
the amount of flour, made wholly

No. 31 if, on or before the 15th day 
of June 1918, he reports to the 
miller or dealer, from whom it 
was purchased or by whom it was 
imanufactured, the excess amount 
theld by him. 

When these reports are received 
it is the duty of the miller or 
dealer to pass them on to the Ca- 
nada I°ood Board and thus it will 
be known by the authorities what 
the supply. of flour in the country 
jis and where it is. Further this 
order provides that in eases wher2 
a farmer or any other petgpn hag 
in his possession one parets, used 
barrel or package he shall not 
be required to return his surplus 
requirements nor shall he he re 
quired to returu umounts les; than 
25 pounds. Thus it is seen that 
the intention of the Order is entir- 
ely reasonable and will not work 
hardship or incouventcnee wanee- 
essarily.

London, June 7.—Via Reuters’) 
Another appaling story has just 
been aded to the long list of Ger- 
man atrocities. This is an account 
given by a member of the Royal 
navy division, who was captured 
at the siege of Antwerp, and has 
now arrived in Iingland, after es- 
caping to-a neutral country. He 
tells this fiendish story of the out 
rages on British prisoners on the 
Riga front involving the slow 
murder of 40 men sent out to work 
under fire. It had been decided 
he says, that out of the batch of 
500 British Soldiers, 36 should 
be punished as the result ofan all- 
evation that 386 German soldiers 
that Were prisoners were mur 
dered by British sentries.

‘They were then 
taken from the working parties at 
the end of the day, imade to mount 
ona brick and then were tied to a 
pole, the brick afterwards Was 
kicked away, leaving the men sts 
pended two and one half hours 
each might for fourteen nights im 
the intense cold.
